Labor papers and labor people

The lowest-cost company in the 
country is Factory Mutual and its 
affiliate, Automobile Mutual, which 
have paid rebates of 35 and 50 per 
cent for many years. But not 
everybody can get insurance from 
them; they want drivers with ex- 
cellent safety records, 

Another big low-cost company is 
State Farm Mutual, which is also 
an especially good bet for young 
drivers and those who use their 
cars to go to work, State Farm 
Mutual charges only one rate for 
all drivers. Thus, drivers under 


Farm Mutual, and people who 
drive to work can save up to 35 
per cent. But State Farm Mutual 
also is highly selective and seeks 
only the most careful drivers. 
Several companies grant lower- 
than standard rates for young 
drivers who completed high-school 
driver training, including Farm 
Bureau Mutual, Allstate and Mu- 
tual Service. Other companies, too, 
are tending to give school-trained 
young drivers a break. So shop 
the companies if there’s a young 
driver in your family. 

Be wary of buying insurance 
from the company that finances 
your car. Sometimes finance com- 


selves against any damage to the 
ear, but no liability insurance to 
protect you if you are sued. You'll 
generally do much better shopping 
the low-cost companies listed here 
than accepting finance-company 
insurance. 

Your real need is for liability in- 
surance. In fact, in an older car it 
| doesn’t pay to carry collision in- 
jsurance because of the high rates 
for this coverage.

Some Good Food 
Mayonnaise 


Homemade mayonnaise has its 
special place—complementing a 
cold salmon for a buffet supper, 
for example, or enhancing a 
chicken salad for Sunday lunch. 
Its virtue is that it permits the 
choice of ingredients, In it one 
can use a good olive oil and a del- 
icate wine or herb vinegar and 
prepare a superb product that 
adds much to, epicurean enhjoy- 
ment. 

It is amusing to glance through 
current cook books and note the 
wide diference of opinion on meth- 
ods of preparing mayonnaise, The 
contradictions may have come 
about because reader interest in 
the dressing has lapsed, causing 
the authors to stop trying to up- 
date the oldfashioned directions. 
They are content to leave the 
recipe. as Grandma wrote it, 
though actually the best thinking 
on mayonnaise has changed mark- 
edly since then. 

Technically, mayonnaise is an 
emulsion—that is, the suspension 
of a liquid (vinegar or sometimes 
lemon juice). 

Chemists who are authorities on 
emulsions bring out these points 
in the home preparation of may- 
onnaise: 

1. The ingredients should be at 
room temperature. 

2. A little vinegar added to the 
egg yolk and seasonings before

3. A deep, small straight-sided 
bowl facilitates the blending of 
egg yolk and oil and contributes 
to the formation of the emulsion. 
In a large or shallow bowl, the 
egg yolk spreads out so thin that 
the beater can pick up little of it, 
and so the egg cannot combine 
fully with the oil when it is 
added.—_New York Times.

EVERY PARENT, hopes that 
his child will grow up to be a 
credit to him, or at least, not give 
him trouble. 


In these days of increased ju- 
venile delinquency, many parents 
are, with reason, very much wor- 
ried about their growing boys and 
girls, and constantly seek advice 
as to how they can deal with them. 

Dr. John Briggs, a psychiatrist 
who is in charge of the program 
at Dobbs Ferry school for delin- 
quent boys in New York believes 
that children usually have symp- 
toms of later trouble, long before 
the trouble begins. 


Some of these “storm warnings,” 
he says, are excessive day-dream- 
ing, lack of interest in school ac- 
tivities, difficulties in school work, 
demanding more freedom to come 
and go, petty thievery and reck- 
less driving. 


It is true, says Dr. Briggs, that 
all of these traits are, if found in 
moderation, the normal traits of 
adolescence, the normal growing 
pains. 

Children from good homes, as 
well as bad ones, often show up 
with these traits. They consider 
the Boy Scouts “sissy,” they prefer 
running in small, unsupervised 
groups, and have an undue inter- 
est in cars, 

What can be done? 

Listen to the kids, is one thing. 

“The parent who has made a 
habit of listening attentively to 
children,” says Dr. Briggs, “is less 
likely to have to pry when it is im- 
portant to find out what the child 
is feeling or doing.” 

Another thing this expert ad- 
vises is the use of authority, on 
occasion.

Household Hints 
Curlieues 


If you own an older home, you 
can give it a completely new look 
by removing the elaborately; 
grooved and _ beveled moldings 
around baseboards, door and win- 
dow casings, and on walls near the 
ceiling. These dust-catchers are 
out of place in modern homes. 

If molding is needed to conceal 
joints where wall or floor meet 
baseboard, or in other locations, 
use plain quarter or half-round in-! 
the old-fashioned type 
curlicued mill. work. 

Removing sills from interior 
doors will also greatly improve the 
appearance of the home and make 
floor cleaning easier by eliminat- 
ing an obstacle to cleaning equip- 
ment. Sills were installed origin- 
ally to reduce drafts beneath 
doors. With today’s efficient heat- 
ing systems they are really needed 
only for exterior doors.—Farmers

’ Hospital District May 
Sign Union Contract,

A hospital district, not operating 
under civil service, may enter into 
a contract with a labor union, de- 
clares an opinion issued by Attor- 
ney General Edmund G. Brown in 
answer to a query made by Dis- 
trict Attorney Francis W. Collins 
of Contra Costa County. 

The query concerned the power 
of a hospital district contracting 
with a labor union representing 
the employees of the district. 


Quoting the Health and Safety; 


Code of California, the point is 


made that employees serve at the} 


“pleasure” of the district hospital 
board. 

“The fact that the statute states 
that the employees shall hold 
their positions at the ‘pleasure’ of 
the board does not diminish the 
board's power to make contractual 
arrangements fixing the wages 


and duration of employment, for a} 


contract is one of the means by 


which the board may exercise its| 


pleasure,” says the opinion, 
The opinion states, however, 


that a district is not compelled to] 


negotiate with a labor union, 
under the law, but may do so le- 
gally at its discretion.

Editorials 
BRITISH HEALTH PLAN PRAISED 


John F, Henning of the State Federation of Labor office 
told the State Conference of Plasterers and Cement Masons 
here that they should do what they can to publicize Great 
Britain's public health plan. He added: 


“The AFL will continue to plug for a public health plan for 
this country, and we will ultimately triumph.” 


Yet some people try to tell labor not only that the British 
public health plan is Socialistic, but that the sedate leader of 
the British Labor Party, Mr. Attlee, is a dangerous Red. Hen- 
ning certainly wouldn't be praising the British health plan if 
it were truly Socialistic, nor if Mr. Attlee were a dangerous 
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Mr. Attlee is so confirmed a Britisher, so habituated to 
the ways of Western liberty that on his recent visit to Mos- 
cow he is said to have told the Russian Brass: 


“Freedom in Russia means freedom from having to make a 
choice; in the West it means freedom to make a choice.” 


The AFL has made its choice—for a public health plan. As 


another famous Englishman, Dr. Samuel Johnson, once said: 
“A man doubtful of his dinner, or trembling at his creditor, 
is not much disposed to abstracted meditation or remote inquiries.” 


And one big private’ doctor bill can certainly make a 
workingman “doubtful of his dinner’’ and set him to “trembl- 
ing at his creditor.’ That does not leave him “‘much disposed 
to abstracted meditation” on the AMA objections to such a 
plan, or to “remote inquiries’’ as to how such a plan would 
affect medicos’ “ethics.” 


Knight Fights AFL on Congress 


Goody Knight told a group of his faithful at Sacramento 
recently: 


“The party of Truman and Acheson dominated by the CIO 
and Americans for Democratic Action will try to prevent the 
election of a Republican Congress.” 


Knight is not the first Republican reactionary who has 
shouted the claim that the Democratic Party is dominated by 
the CIO and the ADA. But he’s right in line with the scheme 
that lies back of the use of this phrase. The idea is to split the 
labor movement politically, and to proceed on the assumption 
that we of the AFL are such a mob of halfwits and rumdums 
that we'd necessarily be against anything politically which the 
CIO favored. But actually, labor is much more united politic- 
ally than it is organizationally. 

As for the ADA, there are good AFL men cooperating 
with good CIO men in it: the purpose of the ADA appeals to 
both labor federations—the purpose of infusing more genuine 
liberalism, neither far to the right nor far to the left, into 
American political life. 

Knight seems shocked to think that “the party of Truman 
and Acheson will try to prevent the election of a Republican 
Congress. It is interesting to note that the same convention of 
the California Labor League for Political Education which on 
April 12 under the misguidance of Neil Hagerty endorsed 
Knight for Governor returned to rationality when it came to 
endorsing candidates for Congress. For the record of Repub- 
licans in Congress was as bad as Knight's own record, which 
is Saying a good deal. At any rate, the LLPE at that conven- 
tion endorsed 27 candidates for Congress. How many of them 
were Republicans? Not a single one; they were all 27 of them| 
Democrats. 

So it is fascinating to watch Goody running around trying 
to elect 27 Republicans to these places in Congress while his 
ally Neil Haggerty runs around trying to elect Goody AND 
27 Democrats and is for his pains yelled at as a man domin- 
ated by the CIO and the ADA. 

Ho hum! 


Herbert Hoover's High-Chair 


It is to be hoped that always in this country it will be pos- 
sible to feel personal goodwill toward those from whom we 
are divided politically. Many Americans who disapprove of 
former President Hoover's political attitudes and record felt a 
friendly interest in the ceremonies on Mr. Hoover's 80th 
birthday, August 10, at his birthplace, West Branch, Iowa, 
which now has a population of 769, 

Mr. Hoover went to the cemetery, and stood beside the 
graves of his father, who was the village blacksmith, and his 
mother, a Quaker schoolteacher. He entered the cottage 
where he was born, which still holds the furniture he knew as 
a child, his own high chair, a rope springs bed, and the cab- 
inet his father made. 

It does us all good to read of such things, and touches the 


|heart with the thought of an earlier and simpler America than 


this tangle of traffic on land, sea, and air which we now call 
by that name. 

Yet when Mr. Hoover made his speech he made it plain 
that he is a stalwart member of the McCarthy Party. His re- 
marks on the New Deal, Socialism, and Communism would 
lead the innocent to suspect that the New Deal was a Social- 
ist enterprise, that Socialism is Communism, and therefore 
that the New Deal was a Communist miscarriage of true 
Americanism. 


In short, the familiar “20 years of treason” argument, if 


jsuch a mass of horsefeathers can be called an argument. 


Oddly enough, Mr. Hoover and his high-toned GOP pals 
have pretended to look down their noses in scorn at blunt 
Harry Truman for his ‘‘give ‘em hell’ doctrine. Yet Mr. 
Hoover in his speech handed out a good chunk of hell. 

But let's return to the village blacksmith and the high- 
chair, and the friendliness of our common Americanism, and 
wish Mr. Hoover many more years of happy life. We like to 
have as many former Presidents around as possible: each one 
of them is a living reminder of important episodes in Ameri- 
can history.

Ritchie's Firm in 
Reply to Witness 
On the AD-X2 Test 


Editor, Labor Journal: 


Page three of the August 6th 
jedition of the East Bay Labor 
Journal carried an article under 
the heading “RITCHIE ADDI- 
TIVE JUST DIDN’T ADD UP, 
DECLARES ELECTROCHEMI- 
CAL EXPERT.” Attached hereto 
is a transcript of part of the tes- 
timony of that “so-called” expert 
taken recently before the Federal 
Trade Commission in the Battery 
AD-X2 case. 


Your article is based on the “Ex- 
pert’s,’ Dr. Hamer’'s direct testi- 
mony supporting the FTC com- 
plaint. He did testify that five 
tests had been made by the Bu- 
reau of Standards and all turned 
out the same, although according 
to him the last two tests were 
made in the way Ritchie requested. 
But let's see what happened to Dr. 
Hamer's testimony on this point 
junder cross examination. 


Question by Mr. Ritchie: “Have 
you or any of the people under 
your supervision or anyone in the 
Bureau of Standards to your 
knowledge run a test on Battery 
AD-X2 to the letter without varia- 
tions, deviations or modifications 
from the instruction by the manu- 
facturer of the product?” 

Answer to Dr. Hamer: “I would 

say ‘No’.” 
The users and backers of AD-X2 
in this area would not have ob- 
tained results with the product if 
they had failed to use the product 
jin accordance with the manufac- 
turer’s instructions. In this case it 
would appear that the ordinary 
citizen is smarter than the “so- 
called” scientific expert. The citi- 
zen can read instructions. 

Through the years a great re- 
spect has ben built up for the Bu- 
reau of Standards. Yet-—Dr. Ha- 
mer has testified that although the 
first test of Battery AD-X2 by that 
jagency of government was per- 
|formed between March 19 and 
May 9, 1952, the Bureau of Stand- 
jards did condemn the product by 
{name for at least two years prior 
to making the first test. Would 
they dare do this to a big busi- 
ness? Of course, the answer is 
|“NO.” But we are a small busi- 
Iness fighting for the privilege to 
ldo business in the American com- 
petitive way.
